Sou^  of  Brilannia.  There  were  plcuty 
ofstlrriuK  iucidents  in  the  story,  and 
hair-breadth  escapes  for  the  hero.  I 
remeniber  colored  pictures,  too,  g:iveii 
away  ^a-atis  every  now  and  then  to  add 
mure  excitement  to  the  interest  of  the 
slor\-.  Those  pictures  were  of  big  bulls 
with  lonu  .shar[-.  liorns  cliarging  down 
on  a  little  bit  of  a  British  hoy  of  four- 
teen or  so,  who  had  been  crossed  in 
love  at  liome,  and  the  little  bo\-  by 
jumping  quickly  aside,  as  every  Hritish 
boy  is  snpposed  to  be  able  to  do,  saved 
his  little  life  and  killed  the  great  big 
bull  by  a  single  thrust  of  his  tiny  rapier. 
I  remember  as  clearly  as  though  it  were 
but  yesterday  the  splotch  of  red  in  the 
big  bull's  eye  as  it  charged  fiercely 
down  on  the  little  hero  witli  a  sjilotcii 
of  red  on  the  big  round  button  of  his 
cap  in  one  picture.  The  next  of  the 
series  sliowed  little  «  Rapier  Jack  >^  bent 
on  one  knee  driving  his  thin  steel  into 
the  jngular  vein  of  the  ferocious  bull 
rushing  at  full  tilt.

The  Imnnr  of  gi\'ing  me  my 
lii>t  view  of  a  bnil-tiiilit  was  reserved 
for  Rio  de  Janeiiu,  the  capital  of  tlie 
I'nitjd  Stales  uf  I'.ra/il,  And  let  it  be 
so  recorded. 

/ionds  specialh'  ]*ut  on  to  'k  crowds 
to  the  bull-ring.  1  was  asked  at  the 
box.  office  to  select  between  a  scat  in 
the  snn  or  a  s^-at  in  the  shade,  I  don't 
know  why.  hut  I  chose  the  shade.  This 
1  do  know,  however,  that  if  you  don't 
look  after  your  own  complexion  in  Bra- 
'  zil,  no  one  else  will  care  one  straw  aliout 
it.  In  Tvngland  we  always  care  three 
^:rawsor  ntithing  at  all.  We  couldn't 
care  less  than  three.  In  Russia  the 
people  are  so  warm-hearted  in  cold 
weather  they  don't  think  of  straws  at 
all,  biit  just  seize  a  handful  of  snow 
and  rub  your  nose  with  it  wlien  your 
comple.xion  is  in  danger,  without  wait- 
ing for  the  formality  of  an  introduction. 
That  is  why  I  like  Russians-— in  Rn.ssia. 
(iTo  lose  your  eoniplexion  is  to  lose  your 
chance  of  an  heiress,"  as  Pudd'iiiiead 
Wilson  says,— or  was  it  Pour  Ricliard  ? 

The  ring  was  fifty  paces  in  diame- 
ter, more  or  less.  It  was  surrounded 
all  a  ouid  the  compass  by  a  wooden 
palis.  de  over  which  no  ordinary  well 
brought  up  bull  would  think  of  leaping, 
and  no  rowdy  kmm  aiuld  if  he  tri.-d, 
but  a  cow  could  roll  over  that  palisade 
as  easy  as  winking  if  she  .s;iw  an>  thing 
green  on  the  other  side.  (This  is  an 
argument  in  favt)r  of  womflu's  suffrage. 
]>atentcd.  and  pirates  will  be  prosecuted 
with  the  utmost  rigor  of  the  law  i. 

The  advertist;d  time  was  at  ,v,i"  P-"'- 
and  I  was  in  my  seat,  Icnipo  I'l^-^it-.  at 


the  highost  point  I  could  reach  in  the 
wooden  cuUiseuui  with  a  cheap  ticket, 
and  at  the  extreme  edge  of  the  ,soi>ib>a. 
I  didn't  expect  them  to  begin  at  the 
advertised  time— -they  don't  as  a  rule  in 
hot  countries— and  I  was  confirmed  in 
my  opinion  when  I  saw  waiters  going 
abmit,  just  as  though  they  weie  in  the 
Adelphi,  shunting  the  equivalent  in 
Portuguese  for 'denionhied,  bices,  wines- 
ansper'ts. »  But,  luimbilc  dictit,  a  police 
band  at  the  other  side  of  the  ring  struck 
up  the  overture  at  the  precise  liour— a 
Tango.  Gohath  said  it  was,  and  I  thank- 
ed my  stars  that  I  was  as  far  away  as 
I  could  be  when  the  bandsmen  broke 
into  song.  Distance  lent  enehantmeut 
to  the  sound,  and  I  would  have  liked  to 
ha\'e  been  three  miles  and  a  quarter 
away  to  have  appreciated  it  properly. 
At  3.40  to  the  tick,  there  was  a  bugle 
call,  and  all  eyes  were  fixed  on  a  sadly 
modern  looking  representative  of  Caesar 
Augustus,  or  Doniitian  or  Diocletian, 
who  stood  up  in  a  balcony  or  stage-box 
sort  of  an  arrangement.  This  was  the 
awful  personage  that  had  to  decide 
I' thumbs  up,  )i  or  "  thumbs  down  »  for 
the  life  or  death  of  the  gladiators  in 
the  arena.  He  looked  uncomfortable 
enough,  jxior  man,  and.  if  he  had  any 
intelligence  at  all,  must  have  felt  no 
end  of  a  fool,  with  the  burden, of  res- 
ix)nsibility  that  rested  on  his  shoulders 
while  apeiug  his  betters  in  e\-ery  day 
attire,  without  being  allowed  to  don 
their  laurel  wreaths  and  kirtles  and  dis- 
play his  portly  personage  to  the  admir- 
ing gaze  of  his  female  friends.  At  the 
same  moment  that  Diocletian  arose, gates 
exactly  opposite  him  were  thrown  open 
and  into  the  arena  marched  a  poor  cir- 
cus procession — one  of'  the  poorest  I 
have  seen.  G.-orge  Sanger  would  not 
be  s^eu  dead  with  such  a  procession,  or 
alive'with  a  Inill-fight.  A  minute  later 
and  a  popular  hero  entered  the  ring 
on  horseback,  and  receivtid  a  tremend- 
ous ovation  in  which  a  little  boy  under 
the  band  and  a  colored  lady  on  the  tier 
belrtw  me  seemed  to  take  the' leading 
parts.  The  popular  hero  was  a  cro.ss- 
iniitation  iu  dre.ss  and  dash  of  Dick 
Ttirpiu  on  the  road  and  Capt.  Macheath 
on  tile  stage.  He  could  ride  a  bit  in 
the  common  or  g^i.rdeii  fashion,  but  was 
no  .gr  at  shakes.  T.ie  horse  he  bestrode, 
however,  u\''s  a  magnificent  animal, 
dapple  grey  in  color,-  and  degraded  by 
siich  circus  work  as  Macheath  put  it 
through  t-iking  all  the  credit  tt>  )ums-:^lf 
and  iiis  m.igenta  breeches,  fal-lalls  and 
furbelows.  His  seemingly  interminable 
salute  over,  the  parti-colored  supers  got 
outside  the  palisade  and  lined  up  under 
Domitian's  box.  Another  bugle  call  ; 
soma  green  ihglit-capped  .'Supers  jjulled 
cords  and  a  hull  was  in  the  arena.  But 
0  !  my  friends,  such  a  bull  !  Thin  and 
phthisicy  and  so  full  of  points  you  could 
iiang  your  hat  on  every  one  of  tlieni. 
It  could  he  <^yi-\\  at  a  glance  that  it  had 
missed  its  vocation  in  life.  Its  mission 
was  to  draw  a  bullock  cart  in  tlie  coun- 
try and  not  to  fight  in  a  bull  ring.  But 
Macheath's  horse  danced  around  that 
bull  in  tbe  most  dare-de\'il  way,  and 
the  poor  bull  stooped  stunifitd  and 
thought.  Some  s])angled  ruffi  uis,  prin- 
cipally remarkable  for  "  Rap  1:1  r  Jack" 
hats  with  little  round  buttons  on  the 
top.  like  the  great  PanjandrUtu,  ap- 
proachetl  the  thoughtful  bull,  waved 
red  cloaks  in  front  of  it.  and  made  it 
move  a  few  paces.  One  da;  iug  bandarill- 
00  stood  in  the  bull's  line  of  inarch 
and  dug  two  barbed  spear,s  into  its  neck. 
The  bull  got  a  bit  mad,  but  made  up  its 
mind  to  sliam  sick  and  try  to  get  home 
as  quickly  as  possible.  Dick  Turpin 
galloped  all  around  the  ring  and  look- 
ed unutterable  things,  but  though  seven 
barbed  spears  were  buried  in  the  poor 
brute's  neck,  he  could  scarcely  be  in- 
duced to  make  a  single  cbarge  against 
his  brutal  tormentors.  The  ruffians 
that  goaded  the  poor  animal  saw  there 
was  no  sport  to  be  got  out  of  it,  and  all 
left  the  ring,  while  the  jxior  helpless 
foinc.  with  seven  barbs  sticking  into 
its  neck,  was  onh'  too  glad  to  rusli  back 
to  its  stall,  ininiediately  the  way  was 
clear.  And  that  was  my  first  exper- 
ience of  a  bull-fight.  No  gore,  no  gor- 
ing, nothing  but  goading  of  a  dumb 
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beast  by  luinian  beasts,  and  no  niembct 
of  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Animals  to  step  in  and  cry 
«  Hold!  We  are  in  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury and  are  a  Cliristian  people,  elevat- 
ed above  the  savagery  of  paganism !  » 

Five  other  bulls  were  goaded,  and 
two  to  such  purpose  that  I  chortled  in 
my  glee,  and  waxed  bloody-minded. 
I  have,  iiowever,  been  so  long-winded 
over  one  bull,  that  I'll  keep  the  other 
five  for  next  week.  They  were  not 
killed  and  will  keep.

COFFEE  IN  THE  UNITEn  STATES. 
Members  of  the  coffee  trade  have  recently 
appeared  before  members  of  tlie  ways  and 
iiieans  committee  for  ami  asainst  tlie  propos- 
ed diitv  and  also  tile  proposed  internal  tax  on 
coffee'  .\ttlie  request  of  Gov.  Dinsley,  Mr. 
Herman  Sielcken,  of  W.  H.  Crossmaii  &  Hro., 
aiidmanaser  of  tlie  Woolson  Spice  Co..  re- 
cently forwarded  tlie  conimiltee  the  following 

".Vespeclini;  tlie  qneslion  of  duty  on  coffee 
at  the  present  time  I  beg  to  snbmit  the  follow 

'"f  A  vear  ago  parties  connected  with  the  cof. 
fee  tride  were  clamoring  for  a  dnty  on  the 
article  and  at  their  request  Senator  Carter 
introduced  a  bill  for  the  purpose. 

«  The  stocks  of  coffee  in  the  I  mted  States 
at  that  period  had  become  very  heavy.  Since 
then  thev  have  increised  to  an  enormous 
extent  as 'is  shown  bv  the  accompanying  table 
of  figures.  It  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  par- 
ties favoring  a  dutv  on  coffee  mclnde  those 
who  possess  a  large  quantity  of  the  merchan. 
dise  now  on  hand  and  from  whom  the  govern- 
ment would  receive  no  (duty)  returns  for  a 
longtime  to  come.  „     .,    .  .  , 

«  The  current  price  of  the  coffee  that  is  used 
bv  the  masses  is  nominally  6  !=(  c  per  pound. 
Before  the  agitation  of  the  duty  question  the 
price  was  5  >^  c  per  pound.  The  pnce  of  the 
same  coffee  in  Brazil  then  was5>(c  per  pound, 
inclusive  of  export  dlltv,  ocean  freight  anil  all 
expenses.  It  is  thereby  shown  that  the  ex- 
port  dutv  which  the  government  of  Urajil  col- 
lects of  II  per  cent  on  the  first  cost  of  lew 
than  5  cents  per  pound,  does  not  much  exceed 
half  a  cent  per  pound.  The  grade  of  coffee, 
which  is  used  all  over  the  country  and  cliiefiy 
in  the  western  states,  is  not  an  article  ot 
luxury  to  the  users  but  an  absolute  necessity. 
In  times  of  depression,  or  when  strikes  occur, 
coffee  and  bread  to  those  people  is  preferred  to 
meat  and  water.  Coffee  is  to  them  a  sliinu- 
lant  and  iionrislimcnt,  A  specific  duty  on  this 
grade-the  coffee  of  the  farmers,  the  miners 
and  laborers  in  general-would  mean  an  im- 
mense percentage  on  its  value  ;  at  3  cents  per 
pound  It  wouldlie  6o  per  cent,  and  at  4  cents 
So  per  cent,  while  the  coffee  of  the  wcallliy 
classes  ranges  in  price  between  l8  ami  25  cents 
per  pound,'  and  the  same  specific  duty  on  those 
grades  would  weigh  but  lightly  on  the  class  of 
people  who  consume  it,  but  it  would  be  very 
heavily  felt  by  the  many  millions  of  our  wage- 
earners  who  use  ordinary  coffee. 

,  A  teinpornrv  duty  as  a  war  tax  on  coffee 
would  fail  of  its  purpose  unless  the  tax  sliomr 
he  imposed  upon  all  the  coffee  now  on  liaiit 
and  purchased  under  way  here,  to  take  effect 
at  one  and  the  same  time.  Any  duty  which 
would  discriminate  between  the  c 
lilerchandise,  whether  landed  or  111 
transit  to  the  States  might  work  gi 
ship  and  possildi'  bankruptcy  10^  inii". 

ers,   wdio,   trading  under  cxisluig   ro„,., ,., 

buving  and  selling  ill  the  usual  w.iy,  would 
not  be  able  to  compete  with  tllcir  iielgllDors 
who  possess  large  stocks  in  store. 

.  K  war  tax  would  be  successful,  as  It  would 
strike  some  40G  million  pounds  at  the  same 
time,  all  over  the  country,  and  there  won  d  be 
no  discrimination  be'we.-n  large  and  small,  or 
rich  and  poor  owners  ot  supplies,  .ipirtlrom 
necessitv!  as  a  war  tax,  a  duty  on  coff.^e  is  not  ! 
advisable  for  the  following  reasons  ; 

.  The  Brazilian  goveninent  IS  leyving  all 
export  dutv  from  sheer  necessity.  The  area 
of  lira/.il  is  much  greater  than  that  of  this 
conntrv,  and  Brazil  possesses  poor  means  ot 
coinmfinication  over  its  territory,  having  not 
more  than  half  a  dozen  railroads  all  told. 
Thev  cannot  lew  their  needed  revenue  ex- 
cepting in  the  s'eaports,  and  Brazil's  e»port 
dutv  on  coffee  is  the  smallest  of  an,,  coffee 
growing  conntrv.  Brazil  has  abstained  from 
fncreasing  this'  duty,  owing  to  the  strong 
desire  of  the  Brazilian  government  to  effect 
reciprocitv  treaties  with  the  United  Slates. 
The  outlook  for  business  for  United  States 
exports  is  mucll  better  than  it  has  Ijeen.  The 
export  on  all  lines  is  in  ireasing.  and  a  favor- 
able commercial  tn  aty  with  Brazil  will  prove 
a  great  stimulus;  am,  as  a  temporary  duty 
would  not  give  the  desired  revenue.  It  is 
(lue.stionable  whither  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment should  now  cut  off  the  chances  for 
favorable  reciprocity  treaties,  when  the  gene- 
ral  condition  of  tride  and  the  progress  our 
mannfaclurers  are  making  for  a  larger  field 
and  outlet  for  their  goods  make  such  treaUes 
more  to  be  desired  than  ever  before. 

>.  While  it  is  true  that  most  European  coun- 
tries tax  coffee,  like  Great  Britain,  it  xinst 
also  be  borne  in  mind  that  Great  Britain  IS  a 
free  trade  conntrv,  and  only  levies  tluty  for 


country.  In  Rurope  niucli  larger  quantities  of 
the  higher  grades  are  imported,  and  it  is  treat- 
ed as  an  article  of  luxury.  While  the  con- 
sumption of  coffee  in  the  United  States  prob- 
ably averages  600,000,000  pounds  per  nimtnii, 
ot  which  'tour-fifths  is  Urnzll  coffee  or  the 
qnalitv  used  bv  the  working  classes,  all  Eu- 
roiie  consume.s  about  9oo,(x)o,ooo  pounds,  of 
which  about  Iwo-tliirds  coiisisla  of  high-priced 
coffee,  and  the  other  third  of  the  lower  gra- 
des. This  proves  conclusively  that  the  use  of 
coffee  in  this  country  is  entirely  different  from 
that  of  Europe,  and'that  a  specific  duty  would 
tax  the  poor  man's  coffee  to  an  enonnous  per- 
centage and  be  but  a  small  ratio  to  be  added 
to  the  coffee  of  the  wealthy,  _ 

(I  If  war  becomes  a  necessity,  and  with  it  an 
immediate  need  of  revenue,  then  any  class  of 
trade  clamoring  for  a  dutv  should  not  oppose 
the  idea  of  letting  it  fall  share  and  share  alike 
both  on  the  .slocks  in  hand  and  that  which  is 
afloat  or  to  follow  1  iter,  so  as  to  provide  the 
government  with  immediate  returns.  If  tliere 
is  not  to  be  any  war  a  duty  on  coffee  would 
mean  to  upset  all  the  principles  thafthc  fol- 
lowers of  the  Republican  party  voted  for  at 
the  list  presidential  election.

Junk  4.~The  navy  tlepartnient  asserts  that 
the  "  Merriniac  >i  which  was  sunk  at  the  en 
trance  to  Santiago  harbor  was  designedly  sunk 
to  prevent  the  exit  of  the  Spanish  squadron, 
Tlie  crew  of  the  sunken  ship  was  composed 
of  six  sailors  and  an  tofficer,  all  volunteers 
for  the  duty.  Admind  Sampson  is  said  to  have 
propo.«ed  to  the  government  to  exchange  the 
prisoners  taken  from  the  _"  Merriinacn  for 
Spanish  prisoners  taken  by  him. 

Junk  5.—  Telegrams  from  Port-an-1'rince 
say  that  the  bombardment  of  Santiago  was 
reconiiiienced  on  Thursday  last,  and  that  the 
forts  were  silenced.  The  insurgents  attacked 
the  town  from  the  land  side  but  were  driven 
off  with  heavy  loss. 

The  newspaper  correspondents  off  Santiago 
sav  the  nMerrimac"  was  blown  up  by  the 
second  line  of  torpedoes  in  the  harbor,  She 
was  a  large  old  hulk  specially  brought  for  the 
purpose  of  blocking  the  channel.  Admiral 
Sampson,  who  appears  to  be  off  Santiago  also, 
called  for  volunteers  for  the  work  and  close 
upon  2000  offi;red.  Ssven  were  selected  and 
the  comniand  was  given  to  Lieut.  Hobson. 
The  "  Merriniac"  passed  in  under  a  heavy  cros.s 
fire  of  lead  until  she  struck  the  torpedo  and 
■  sank.  The  crew  managed  to  escipe  in  a  boat, 
but  not  l)eing  warranted  in  facing  the  fire 
already  passeil,  they  pulled  into  the  bay  where 
thev  were  made  prisoners. 
Spain, 
Mw  ;,!.— The  Epocn  of  Madrid  has  publish- 
ed an  article  in  which  it  says  that  it  is  easy  to 
foresee  that  the  outcome  of  the  war  will  be 
disastrous  to  Spain. 

Mav  31.  — The  Spanish  government  isabout 
to  ask  the  Cortes  for  a  vote  of  credit  to  enable 
Spain  to  be  represented  in  the  Paris  exhibition 
of  1900.  (Surely  an  inopportune  lime). 

The  report  gains  ground  in  Madriii  that  the 
diplomatic  policy  of  t!ie  United  States  now 
tends  towards  peace  (H'ln  !). 

Pierre  Loti,  the  French  writer  who  ofTered 
his  services  to  Spain  as  a  naval  officer,  hut  was 
prevented  from  serving  by  the  P'rench  govern- 
ment, has  been  decorated' with  tlie  grand  cross 
of  Isabella  I. 

The  want  of  silver  money  in  Spfdn  has  caus- 
ed great  loss  to  the  internal  trade.  The  gov- 
ernment to  remedy  the  situation  has  ordered 
large  quantities  to  be  coined,  and  the  nationid 
mint  is  daily  issuing  40,000  rf/fAOj  in  coins  of 
various  values. 

The  Madrid  papers  say  that  the  loan  of  200 
million  pesetas  which  Sr.  Leon  y  Castillo,  the 
Spanish  minister  in  Paris,  was  empowered  to 
raise  in  France,  wUl  be  guaranteed  by  the 
revenue  ot  the  tobacco  tax. 

JUNR  I.  — Admiral  C.imara  has  again  di'liycd 
the  departure  of  his  fleet  from  Cadi/,  tu  elt^cl 
repairs  to  -some  of  his  torpedo  boats, 

There  was  a  great  run  on  the  Hank  of  Spnin 
owing  to  the  alarming  rumors  afio;it  as  to  its 
stability.    The  b:iiik  stood  the  briiiU. 

The  religious  orders  in  Span  havj:  complain- 
ed that  many  of  their  members  in  the  Pliilip- 
pine  islmids'have  been  barbarously  murdered, 
and  assert  that  if  the  Spanish  guvL'nmii-'i^ 
cannot  protect  them  they  will  be  compjlkil  to 
order  their  brethren  to  evacnalet  e  ircliip.'la,i,jo. 
General  Wi^yler  arrived  al  v-.antand.-r  (Pii 
Wednesday  and  receiveil  a  tremendous  ovation 
at  the  liands  of  the  jjopulace. 

Two  men  found  disgiiis.-d  as  beggar.-;,  and 
taking  notes  in  the  vicinity  of  the  ais_'iial  at 
Ferrol  were  arrested  as  spies.  O.ie  is  s.dd  to 
be  an  Argentine. 

j^TMK  3.—  The  Spanish  press  affi  in  that 
Spanish  arms  achieved  a  triumph  in  the  hiim- 
bardment  of  Santiago.  It  is  ass.-rted  that 
Commodore  Schley  had  eleven  ships  engagiid, 
that  the  action  lasted  three  hours,  that  the 
•dowa»  was  seriously  damaged  by  two  shells 
bursting  on  her  deck,  that  one  American  ship 
was  set  on  fire  and  another  crippled.  It  is 
further  declared  that  neither  the  nCristoliLl 
Colon"  nor  the  forts  were  injured,  and  that. 
Admiral  Cervera  conducted  ilie  action  in 
person. 

The  "Imparcialii  of  Madrid  states  tliat  Ad- 
miral Cervera's  fleet  was  not  in  Santiago 
during  the  bombardment,  he  having  left  the 
bay, and  the  ^iCristobal  Colon"  was  alone  there 
to  represent  Spanish  prowess.  (It  is,  however, 
certain  that  Cervera's  fleet  is  in  Santiago,  as 
Schley's  official  telegram  to  Minister  Long 
states  the  factl. 

JUNR  4.—  Sr.  Giron  decl  ired  in  the  Cortes 
thai  Spain  would  only  accept  peace  with  the 
Vinted  States  on  the'base  of  the  «statu  quo 
aiitebellumii. 

The  Pope  is  said  to  be  about  to  address  a 
pastoral  to  the  Spanish  clergy  inciting  them 
to  defend  Spain, 

The  Queen-regent  has  addressed  a  note  of 
felicitation  to  the  army  and  navy  on  the  signal 
victory  achieved  by  the  soldier?!  and  sailors  in 
Santia'go,  who  with  the  greatest  heroism  de- 
fended the  integrity   of  their  fatherl.ind. 

The  government  received  a  telegram  from 
Santiago  saying  that  on  Friday,  the  American 
\var-ves';el  "Merrimac»  tried  to  force  the  en- 
Inince  lo  Santiago  harl>or  at  half  past  three 
ill  the  morning,  rtut  was  sunk  by  the  fire  of 
the  forts.     An  officer   and   seven  sailors  were 


taken  prisoners.  Another  official  telegram 
stites  that  the  American  fleet  retired  from 
Santiago  after  sustaining  this  defeat. 

Junk  5.—  The  Sp'niish  people  are  wild  with 
delight  over  the  sinking  of  the  "Mcrriiiiac», 
Great   Britain. 

May  31. —  It  is  annoiinced  in  London  that 
GiMieraf  Miles  left  Tampa  last  night  with  his 
staff  for  Cuba.  His  reported  intention  is  lo 
effect  a  landing  at  Cape  Mavsi  on  the  east  of 
Cuba. 

JlTNK  I.  —  The  correspondent  at  Key  West 
of  the  London  7'iiiirs  reports  that  on  tlie  night 
of  the  2tsl  M;iy,  the  steamship  n  Florida  "  left 
Key  West  with  the  Ciibin  leaders  Sanguilly. 
Quesada,  Dor.st  and  Castillo,  ,-,yi  insurgent 
troops  ami  100  Americans  on  bofird,  together 
with  S.noo  rifles,  two  million  rounds  of  cartrid- 
ges, 7=;  mules  and  30  horses.

She  nii^riit  like  lo  secure 
free  adniission  for  lier  sugar  and  tobacco, 
but  the  country  will  not  consent  to  enter 
into  another  treaty  merely  for  tlie.se  two 
products.  A.s  for  liie  export  duty  lc\'icd 
on  coffee,  this  is  now  a  state  tax  and 
not  one  levied  l)y  the  national  k"^'^"''"" 
meat.  All  thini;-s  considered,  the  people 
of  tlie  United  States  can  better  alTord  to 
pay  a  little  more  for  their  tea  and  coffee, 
than  for  the  woollens  which  are  neces- 
sary to  keep  them  warm.  A  system 
wliich  taxes  clothing  heavily  and  ex- 
empts articles  like  tea  and  coffee,  merits 
very  little  respect  from  intelligent  men. 
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TiiK  memorandum  from  a  well-known 
New  York  coffee  importer  which  we  pub- 
lish ill  another  coluiim.  is  an  exceptional- 
ly clear  and  exhaustive  statement  of  the 
case  as  presented  by  the  Aineriean  pro- 
tectionists in  opposition  to  the  imposition 
of  a  duty  on  coffee.  No  matter  what 
the  necessities  of  tlie  government  may 
be.  the  interests  of  the  protective  system 
are  to  be  first  considered  and  legislation 
must  conform  to  them.  No  one  denies 
that  an  import  duty  on  coffee  will  yield 
a  large,  sure  and  easily  collected  revenue, 
and  but  few  will  den>' that  it  is  a  tax 
which  is  not  only  very  uniftinnly  dis- 
trilmted  but  will  weigh  very  lightly  on 
the  people.  A  tax  of  one  cent  a  ji  >iiiid 
would  yield  about  $  5.750.000,  (if  two 
cents  a  pound  about  $  11,500,000,  and 
of  three  cents  a  pound  about  $  17,250,000 
per  annum.  And  of  what  consetinence 
is  an  addition  of  one,  two  or  three  cents 
to  the  present  abnormally  low  price  of 
coffee?  The  average  consumption  per 
capita  in  the  United  States  is  a  little 
over  eight  pounds,  from  which  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  tax  amounts  to  only 
about  25  cents  per  capita  per  annum 
ev-Mi  at  the  highest  rate!  This  cer- 
tainly can  not  be  considered  a  very 
crushing  burden,  and  as  the  poor  man 
is  clearly  responsible  for  the  election  of 
the  congressmen  who  did  most  to  force 
the  United  States  into  the  present  war, 
he  surely  can  not  grumble  at  this 
modest  addition  to  his  expenditure.  As 
for  higher  prices  in  producing  countries, 
this  contingency  need  not  be  anticipated 
for  some  time  to  come  because  of  the 
greatly  increased  production.  With  re- 
gard to  the  reciprocity  argument,  there 
is  nothi  ig  to  warrant  the  statements 
made.  Brazil  has  explicitly  declined  to 
enter  into  another  reciprocity  treaty, 
as  stated  by  the  President  in  his  last 
message,  and  there  are  no  indications 
that  such  a  treaty  wtnild  be  favorably 
considered  for  many  years  to  come. 
The  feeling  here  is  decidedly  antagon- 
istic to  another  treaty.  lirazil  already 
enjoys  very  substantial  advantages  in 
the  free  introduction  of  coffee  and  rul^iber 


FoK  the  better  understanding  of  the 
question,  we  should  like  to  inform  our 
distant  subscril>ers  that  the  telegraph 
services  upon  which  we  depend  for  our 
war  news,  are  mainly  derived  from  two 
sources  the  old  established  Mavas 
agencN",  and  a  re-hash  of  the  so-called 
tlalveston  ser\-ice  forwarded  fro'ii  Hue- 
nos  xA.ires.  The  Havas  service  here  is  a 
hmited  and  very  unsatisfactory  one, 
,ind  it  is  noticeably  defective  in  British 
and  American  news.  With  hcad([uar- 
ters  at  Paris,  where  newspaper  antatds 
have  become  notorious,  and  with  limited 
connections  in  Great  Brilain  and  the 
United  States,  the  Havas  agency  very 
naturally  provides  ns  witli  eontinenlal 
news  and  opinions,  to  the  partial  cNchi- 
sion  of  all  others.  Tlie  sym]ialhies  of 
the  agency  would  naturally  be  with 
Sjiiiin.  On  the  other  side,  the  so-called 
Galveston  source  would  nattirally  give 
US  news  strongly  partial  to  the  United 
States,  and  mucli  fuller  in  information 
affecting  the  two  great  Anglo-Saxon 
nations.  News  from  tliis  source  will  l)e 
greatly  influenced  by  tlie  .sensationalism 
which  pervades  American  newspaper 
work.  Two  of  our  morning  contempo- 
raries have  representatives  in  Iluenos 
Aires,,  who  take  what  they  want  fmm 
the  telegrams  received  by  Ad  J*>riixii  and 
La.  jXan'on,  and  then  transmit  the  same 
to  this  city.  Tliis  of  course  inii>lics  a 
very  great  saving  in  expense,  but  it  also 
involves  additional  mistakes,  as  \ve  have 
had  occasion  to  \-erify  by  comparing  the 
condensed  or  abbre\-iated  dis])atch  sent 
here,  \vitli  the  original  ]iublished  in 
Buenos  Aires.  It  must  be  borne  in 
mind  that  the  telegraph  news  agencies 
are  not  resjiMnsiblu  for  all  tlie  lilnmU-rs 
publislRil  ;  llu'  news  editors  iiuisi  nls.i 
hear  a  verv  consi.K-niiile  share,  hatelv. 
we  are  glad  to  saw  the  /onuil  do  i'lUii-
